STATE    OF    NEW    HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Danville  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  in 
said  Danville,  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March, 
next  at  two  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  repair  the  several  highways  and 
bridges. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  venter  highway  maintenance. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  necessary  to  obtain  State  aid  on 
town  road  maintenance. 

.6  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Public  Library. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  improving  the 
cemeteries. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  the  observance  of  Memorial 
Day. 


9.     To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Fire  Department. 

10.  To  see  how  much  of  the  Parsonage  Funds  the  town 
will  vote  to  spend  for  preaching  for  the  ensuing  year. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  for  the  use  of  the  town  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Athletic  Field. 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
marking  cemetery  lots. 

14.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
renting  the  Town  Hall. 

15.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.

HEALTH  SUPERVISION 


To  the  Superinterdent  and  School  Board.  Citizens  of 
Danville: 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  school  health  program  from 
January  1,  1950  to  January  1,  1951. 

The  same  program  of  health  supervision  in  the  schools 
has  been  carried  out  this  year.  Monthly  inspections  of 
heads,  skin,  etc.  visual  and  hearing  tests,  examinations 
of  teeth,  throats,  glands,  and  posture.  Defects  found  were 
followed  up  with  home  visits  and  where  necessary,  ways 
were  provided  for  the  corrections  to  be  made.  Weighing 
and  measuring  in  September,  February  and  June.

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SUPERINTENDENT  S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Danville: 

It  gives  me  a  good  deal  of  pleasure  to  submit  this  my 
second  annual  report  as  your  superintendent. 

A  common  ailment  among  modern  school  systems 
seems  to  be  that  of  growing  pains.  Danville  is  no  exception 
to  the  rule.  Although  the  problem  has  not  as  yet  become 
so  acute  that  it  is  substantially  effecting  the  educational 
program,  it  v/ould  be  well  to  study  the  problem  and  be 
aware  of  its  future  implications. 

The  following  tables  will  give  a  fairly  clear  picture  of 
the  pupil  load  per  teacher  and  will  show  what  can  be 
expected  in  the  immediate  future.

You  will  note  that  the  enrollment  is  building  up  in  the 
lower  grades  but  that  by  the  time  the  present  5th  and  6th 
grades  are  graduated  the  average  enrollment  per  grade 
will  be  somewhat  higher. 

If  the  Eaton  School  is  to  continue  its  present  high  level 
of  instruction,  it  would  seem  that  it  would  be  wise  to  be 
thinking  in  terms  of  a  fourth  teacher.  The  following  table 
gives  an  idea  of  the  grade  arrangement  were  the  extra 
teacher  available.

better  instruction  is  possible  in  a  two  grade  set-up  than 

where  three  grades  are  combined. 
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TEACHERS 

Danville  has  indeed  been  fortunate  in  holding  its 
teachers.  Comprehensive  tests  in  Reading,  Arithmetic  and 
English  in  grades  4  and  6  indicate  that  a  high  level  of 
achievement  has  been  maintained  in  all  three  areas.  This 
speaks  well  of  your  teaching  staff  and  their  ability  to 
present  the  subject  matter.  Their  participation  in  ex- 
tension courses  is  also  a  good  indication  of  their  pro- 
fessional interests. 

TESTING  PROGRAM 

A  Union  wide  testing  program  has  been  instituted  this 
year.  Children  in  grades  4,  6,  and  8  were  tested  in  October 
by  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  counseling  service. 
Grades  4  and  6  were  given  Mental  Efficiency  tests  plus 
Achievement  tests  in  Reading,  Arithmetic  and  English. 
Grade  8  was  given  a  battery  of  tests  which  included  In- 
terest Inventory,  Mental  Efficiency,  Mechanical  Aptitudes 
and  Comprehensive  Reading.  Grade  8  tests  shall  be  used 
as  a  medium  for  counseling  and  guiding  pupils  into 
selection  of  a  high  school  program  best  fitted  for  them  in 
terms  of  interest  and  abilities. 

GUIDANCE 

As  the  value  of  a  testing  program  must  be  measured 
by  its  use  and  because  the  State  Department  recognizes 
the  value  of  a  full  time  Counselor  in  Guidance  Work,  the 
Union  has  voted  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  part  of  such  a 
man's  salary.  The  State  Department  of  Education  has 
consented  to  match  the  amount  voted  by  the  Union  in 
order  to  set  up  a  pilot  program  on  a  supervisory  union 
basis.  This  program  will  be  the  only  such  program  in  the 
state  and  will  be  closely  supervised  by  your  Superinten- 
dent and  the  State  Guidance  Director.  It  should  prove  of 
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great  value  to  Danville  in  that  it  will  make  available  a 
man  trained  in  counseling  techniques  to  work  with  par- 
ents, teachers,  and  children  in  working  toward  the 
solution  of  problems  in  mal-adjustment,  truancy,  and 
O'thers  common  to  the  advanced  or  retarded  pupil. 

REPAIRS  AND  REPLACEMENTS 

The  installation  of  the  new  heating  system  has  been 
a  wonderful  addition.  The  installation  of  new  moveable 
seating  units  in  the  primary  grades  has  been  a  great  help 
in  making  that  room  more  functional.  I  would  recom- 
mend the  addition  of  ten  or  fifteen  more  units  next  year. 

Leveling  off  the  playground  has  been  a  help  and  has 
cut  down  the  possibility  of  sprained  ankles  and  minor 
injuries. 

The  school  board  is  to  be  commended  in  its  continual 
effort  to  improve  the  school  facilities  for  Danville's  young 
people. 

As  part  of  this  report  you  will  find  a  page  devoted  to 
Return  of  District  Revenue.  This  shows  the  actual  budget 
under  which  your  school  board  is  operating  this  current 
year  (1951-52). 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
school  Board,  Citizens,  Teachers  and  pupils  of  Danville  for 
their  friendly,  cooperative  spirit.  It  has  made  my  work 
in  Danville  very  pleasant.
